One  sudent  said  the  extra  nickle  “was 
ridiculous  and  prices  had  to  be  increased  to 
cover  up  food  services’  needless  wasting  of 
food.”

8,000  meals  per  day  is  one  of  the  most  ef- 
fective catering  processes  in  the  nation.  The 
department  has  received  a number  of  first 
place  awards  for  design  and  sanitation.

We.  also  belieVe  food 
services  has  an  excellent  record  for  holding 
prices  down  and  giving  students  the  best 
possible  deal  there  is. 

And  we  agree  with  one  food  services’ 
emi)loyee  who  said,  “The  price  of  goods  is 
going  up  and  in  order  to  give  students  qual- 
ity service  we  have  no  choice  but  to  raise 
prices  from  time  to  time.” 

The  interesting  i»int  is  food  services 
has  not  raised  the  prices  on  special  dinners 
and  lunches  for  six  years  while  the  cost  of 
living  has  continued  to  increase  again  and 
again.  Either  food  services  is  getting  sup- 
])lies  for  free  or  someone  is  doing  a vei-y  ef- 
fective job  of  management. 

We  believe  the  success  of  food  seiwices 
is  because  of  good  management  and  dedica- 
tion on  the  part  of  employees.  We  believe 
they  deserve  praise  instead  of  bellyaching — 
unless  their  food  happens  to  cause  that  type 
of  malady  . . . which  up  to  now  it  has  not.

and  15  MIG-21  supersonic  jets. 

It  is  understood  Hanoi’s  air  mus- 
cle has  grown  since  this  report  was 
tabulated  earlier  this  year,  how- 
ever. 

Diplomatic  studies  suggest  the 
influx  of  Soviet  fighters  would 
have  been  even  larger  except  for 
a shortage  of  trained  pilots  in 
Hanoi. 

REDS  BEING  TRAINED 

To  offset  this  problem,  Soviet 
advisors  are  reputedly  training 
North  Vietnamese  to  fly  the  more 
sophisticated  jets  at  sites  within 
North  Viet  Nam.  They  are  aiso 
reportedly  conducting  classes  in 
ground-to-air  missiles,  but  not 
operating  any  of  the  sites  them- 
selves. 

The  studies  reject  any  direct  So- 
viet involvement  in  the  fighting 
above  the  17th  parallel.  This  is 
based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Russians  have,  so  far,  appeared 
anxious  to  avoid  any  direct  con- 
frontation with  the  Americans. 


Honeymoon  On 
Skates  Delayed 

CRAIG,  Colo.  UPI— Roller  skat- 
ing honeymooner  Calvin  Bud  Bar- 
tholomew resumed  his  honeymoon 
roll  toward  Miami  Monday  after 
a delay  of  several  weeks. 

Bartholomew,  41,  a former  Aur- 
era.  Neb.,  carpenter,  had  been 
held  up  when  the  Colorado  State 
Patrol  said  he  was  violating  a state 
law  which  prohibits  travel  on  the 
state’s  highways  by  toboggans, 
sleds  and  “similar  devices.”

WASHINGTON  UPI-A  bill  to 
grant  anti-trust  immunity  for  the 
merger  of  the  National  and  Ameri- 
can Football  Leagues  gained  easy 
Senate  approval  Monday  but  faced 
a black  future  in  the  house. 

Without  dissent,  the  Senate  ap- 
proved the  bill  by  voice  vote  along 
with  a long  list  of  routine  mea- 
sures. 

PRO  IMMUNITY 

It  would  give  the  pro  football 
leagues  immunity  from  anti-trust 
lav's  which  forbid  mergers  sub- 
stantially reducing  competition,  a 
status  long  enjoyed  by  profess- 
ional baseball  under  a Supreme 
Court  ruling  that  held  it  was  a 
sport  rather  than  a business. 

Professional  football  sought  sim- 
ilar imm.unity  after  the  warring 
pro  leagues  agreed  to  merge  in 
June. 

“We  are  very  pleased  that  the 
Senate  has  recognized  the  urgency 
for  legislation  by  taking  swift  and 
unanim.ous  action,”  NFL  Com- 
missioner Pete  Rozelle  said  in  New 
York. 

STILL  OPPOSED 

But  Chairman  Emanuel  Celler, 
'D-N.Y.,  of  the  House  Judiciary 


Committee,  rernained  opposed  to 
the  bill. 

Although  he  said  he  did  not  op- 
pose the  merger,  Celler  has  said 
he  would  not  act  on  the  bill.  He 
said  it  was  unnecessary,  contend- 
ing that  neither  the  government 
nor  his  committee  had  raised  any 
challenge  to  the  merger. 

Rep  William  C.  Cramer,  R-Fla., 
sponsor  of  a house  bill,  said  that 
without  specific  legislation  the  le- 
gality of  the  football  merger  would 
remain  in  question.

PETTING  & SORROW 

In  his  familiar  story-telling  style, 
Elder  Richards  us^  many  ex- 
amples to  warn  his  listenere  that 
petting  is  the  first  step  to  sorrow. 
"If  you  never  engage  in  petting, 
you'll  never  have  to  worry  about 
losing  your  virtue,”  the  church 
leader  said.

He  said  that  after  35 
years  of  marriage  he  asked  his 
wife,  “What  do  you  think  we’U 
be  doing  35  million  years  from 
now?”

The  point  was  made  that  one 
shouldn’t  allow  a few  mistakes 
during  the  years  of  courtship  to 
ruin  one’s  chances  for  eternal  hap- 
piness. 

Elder  Richards  challenged  the 
young  men  to  “give  your  lives,  if 
you  need,  in  order  to  protect  the 
virtue  of  these  girls.”  Referring  to 
the  prayers  of  anxious  parents 
concerning  their  daughters  and 
loved  ones,  he  said;  “How  can  the 
Lord  answer  prayers  better  than 
through  you,  young  people?”
